fibow them our orange groves and the 
extent, quality and cheapness of the 
land and the abundance of water, in or- 
der to make any effective impression 
upon them. It is of great importance 
that they should come to Fresno, 
upon the decision that will be made In 
them ragardiny orange production in 
this state will undoubtedly depend to a 
considerable extent the influx ot people 
and capital to engage in that industry 
especially from Florida. 


In view of these facts the ftErfiiurAJ; 


would suggest that the Chamber of Com 
nierce and Hundred Thousand' Clul 
select a repreeentative from each bodj 
to confer with these vieitore, if they ? 
Btill within the boundaries of the state, 
as we understand that they are. Prompt 
action will bo necessary as a mailer of 
cjuree, as it is not likely that the party 
will remain on the coast lor any consid- 
erable longer time.

wash tub. That would be bad enough, 
but worse pasaibtlities are easily within 
the reach ol tue moat ordinary imagina- 
tion.

When he told the city editor of 
the J'J.rjmilor that he had returned to 
take his medicine, he unquestionably 
thought that the moral disease that 
alllicted him needed some sort of judi- 
cial medicine. 


I congratulate Mr. Wood that he waa 


mistaken in his opinion of the merits of 
hia case. I congratulate him that he 
only dreamed that he had committed a 
crime.. To be euro, he is still in posses- 
sion of the money of another, but he 
may give it up on some day, near or 
far, and hence how can he be guilty of 
anything? I also sympathize with Mr. 
Wood in that he took an expensive trip 
to the east merely because he had mis- 
takenly dreamed that it waa advisable 
to do so. Uo should take a soothing 
powder and see if he cannot escape 
troiu such disastrous dreams. 


I did think that Wood's hurried 


ilitfht, his admission that ho was guilty, 
the fact that he still baa the money, and 
several other things, indicated that he 
was not innocent, but I cheerfully defer 
to the opinion of ten out of twelve "good 
men aud true" and let it go at that.

Ie cannot so much as resign and escape 
rom the difficulty in that manner, for 
hen his bondemen would be held liable 
and would be compelled to make the 
assessment, or provide for it. There ia 
ileo a fine of $1000 against the assessor 
n case he fails to complete the assess-' 
nent within a given time.

in portance, the assessor was allowed a 
utticient number of Held deputies to do 
,he work. The number of late years 
IBS ranged 
from a dozen to about 


wenty. The county bag been divided 
nto districts and a deputy has been 
liven his district, where he went from 
louse to house assessing tho people at 
boir homcB or places of businees. The 
work 
requires about three montha. 


Yhen it baa been sent to tho central 
illico by the fieldIdeputiea, the statistics 
nd details have been tabulated, and the 


assessment was easily completed within 
,he limit of time allowed by law. 


But this year u complete change of 


method will take place. Mr. Vincent 
nuet do tho work alone or hire it done 
from his own pocket 
Hie salary is not 


large enough to pay for doing tho work 
iu the old way. It would be a severe 
strain on an officer's patriotism to com- 
tcl him to pay out hia v.'liyle salary, and 
noro, too, for the public good. Mr. 
irincent is not lacking in patriotism, but 
ie will not sacrifice quite BO much. 


Tbe law gives the assessor power as 


absolute ne ttmt possessed by the ,0/.ur 
of Ruspia, but it cannot be exercised 
over su large u territory nor in so many 
directions. Mr. Vincent will take ad- 
vantage of this power in making the 
assessment.
